REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Newly added Claim 29 constitutes the combination of previously rejected Claims 1 1 and 
15 in the final Office action filed 1 1 December 2009. However, upon reconsideration, this 
rejection has been withdrawn. Claim 29 recites where the contact piece is connected to a free end 
of the pilot piston by a contact ball (see Claim 29, line 18) thereby precluding the contact ball 
being a pilot piston valve member as taught by Kolchinsky (5,072,752) in view of Scheffel et al. 
(5,865,213). The objection to the drawings in the previous final Office action has also been 
withdrawn. In response to Applicant's arguments that the previous Office action was premature 
(see REMARKS, page 8, para. 2), this is not persuasive because all of the claims in the first 
Office action were cancelled by the Applicant and all newly added claims were either rejected or 
objected to. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
